This Fever is ſucceeded 
by the breaking out of Puſtules, either di- 
ſtint, or running all into one, ſometi mes 
coming after a proper Time to a good Sup- 
puration, ſometimes filling with Water, wirh 
Blood ſometimes, and often attended with 
purple Spots in the Interſtices between 
the Puſtules.
